Committee Also to Pass on Unit Rule 


Dispute in Ohio, 
Special io The New York Times. 

‘BALTIMORE, Md, June 21—When the 
National Committee assembles on. Monday 
there will be contests for scighty-two 
seats for its consideration. This is exclu- 
sive of the tention: over the votes. of 
the fourteen delegates from Ohio, under 
the application of the unit rule by the 
State Central Committee. 

Some of the con are more humorous 
than serious. In several of them the con- 
testing’ delegations are ‘all for the same 
candidate—Speaker Clark. In most of the 
contests the disturbance is over local 
leadership, which this year, in view of 
the possible return of the party to power, 
is of more than ordinary concern to the 
assertive politician. There are two sets

transportation’ interests in Alaska, The

The Philipp! ippines send two delegations. One 
set was named by a convention of Ameri- 
can citizens living inthe islands as office 
holders.. The convention, doubtless for 
the economy of time ‘and traveling ¢x- 
penses, named delegates to both the Chi- 
cago and the Baltimore Conventions at 
the same time and the same session. Both 
Sgedesene will be thrown out. 

Porto Rico will require some attention 
from the National Committee. A conven- 
tion of native Porto Ricans, called on 
their own initiative, chose a Wilson dele- 
gation.

PARK ARCHITECT OVERRULED 


Municipal Art Commission Powerless 
to Select Other Than a Cen- 
tral Park Site. 


In a letter written from his Summer 
home at Pride's Crossing, Mass., to Bu- 
gene A. Philbin, President of the Parks 
and Playgrounds Association, Henry C. 
Frick made it very clear yesterday that 
the suggestion to place the Lenox Library 
building in~Central Park did not come 
| from him. His own idea, he pointed out, 
was only to have the building preserved. 
He left the question of its future use and 
the site it should occupy’ entirely to the 
discretion of the city authorities. 

This being true, there was a very gén- 
eral demand on the part of those who are 
banding th Ives together to preserve 
the integrity of the too scant park play 
spaces to' know who suggested that the 
magnificent library building should be 
put where play space ought to be, and 
who suggested at the same time that a 
monumental museum structure be turned 
inté an office buiMing, which it was never 
designed to be. 

So far as can be ascertained by @ care- 
ful search of the records in the case, there 
was absolutely no effort to find out where 


the people wished the building to go, or 
to have city officials make any sugges- 
tion other than that the Commissioner of 
Parks have immediate jurisdiction. 

Members of the EE age Art Commis- 
sion say that when Frick’s letter 
came to them the Seated had already 
been accepted by the Mayor and the Park 
Department ha@ been, designated as the 
recipient, on behalf of the city. For that 
reason they were not free to figure on the }’ 
city’s opportunities to use the building, 
but could take into aceount only the 
wishes 
Stover. 
Their only choice was whether to put 
the building on the site of the Arsénal, 
giving Mr. Stover new office quarters for 
old, or to put it.in some other position in 
Central Park recommended by Charles 
Downing Lay, the Park's landscape archi- 
tect.

Beyond the fact that it is known 
that Mr. Lay heartily disapproved of the 
plan to use the Arsenal site, and yet was 
overruled by Commissioner Stover, little 
ts known of his position in regard to the 
Frick offer. -~ 

Several landscape architects expressed 
their disappointment pepe 4 that May- 
or Gaynor had seen fit to subordinate the 
position of the landscape architect. He 
is nO longer able to enforce His views as 
it was intended he should be when he re- 
ceived veto powers especially to curb the 
activities of Park Commissioners, *

— Dealers No Longer Alarmed 
at the Political Outlook. 


Optimism is the prevailing note among 
the wholesale shoe merchants in the dis-

People are paying more for their shoes 
how. than in recent years and are 
to have to pay even higher prices,‘accord- |.

i; GUTENBERG’ BIBLE’S BUYER. 


H. e. Widener, “Who. Sank with Ti 
tanic, Got $27,500 Rarity. 


A’ piece of news of great interest to 
boog collectors has just been made public 
by that famous dealer in literary rarities, 
Bernard Quaritch of London. It has a 
tone of sadness to it because it concerns 
@ purchase made by young Harry Elkins 
Widener of Philadelphia, one of the vic- 
tims of the Titanic disaster. 

Mr.: Quaritch is authority for the state- 
ment that Mf, Widener bought from him’ 
the famous Hoe Gutenberg, or Mazarine, 
Bible, which was knocked down to Mr. 
Quaritch in Part II. of the Hoe sale in 
January for :7,500. This was the high- 
est priced item in Part II. At the time 
one of the officers of the Anderson Auc- 
tion Company said‘that Mr. Quaritch, to 
whose lot a number of the more impor- 
tant and valuable treasures were falling, 
was. buying for American customers of 
his, Mr. Quaritch, however, volunteered 
the statement that this report was with- 
out the slightest foundation. His pur- 
chases, he said, were either for himself 
or for his patrons in Great Britain. 

Soon after he had obtained this “Hoe 


Bible Mr. Quantch apeertted himself from 

the auction sal¢, his place being filled 

by his assistant, Mr. Ferguson. It ap- 

pears that. Mr. Quantch made a trip to 

Philadelphia. where he saw young 3

Widener, in company with Dr. A. 

Rosenbach, the well-known rare book 
dealer of that city, who acted as Mr. 
Widener's agent in buying for $18,000 the 
first folio Shakespeare at the Van- Ant- 
werp sale in London some years ago..Mr. 
Quantch was the guest of Dr. Rosenbach 
while in Philadelphia. He _ contracted 
pneumonia and was nursed through the 
rserious illness at Dr. Rosenbach’s: home. 

It does not appear whether he sold the 
Gutenberg Bible to Mr, Widener then or 
while the latter was in London, just pre- 
vious to his sailing on the Titanic. 

It will be recalled that Mr. Widener 
was the. underbidder for the Gutenberg 
Bible, —— on vellum, which Henry E. 
Huntington obtained by paying $50,000, 
the highest price ever given at auction 
for any work in the history of book col- 
lecting Mr. Widener was a close second 
to the winner of this prize, and had the 
Bible been knocked down to him at his 
price he bid it would have made and 
would still hold the record. He was, 
however, unwilling to go above the $50,- 
000 bid by Mr. Huntington. 

His mind, nevertheless, was still set 
upon obtaining a copy of this. precious 
book, and his desire was gratified when 
the second Hoe copy of. Gutenberg’s Bi- 
ble passed from Mr. Quantch’s. possession 
intc his own. It will now become one of 
the great treasures in the collection of 
Mr. Videner, which has béen given to 
Harvard, and to store which Peter A. B. 
Widener is to build a wing to the Harvard 
Library. 

This copy is printed on paper, is per- 
fect and genine throughout, and is bound 
in two volumes folio red levant moroca 
by Mercier. It belonged to a certain John 
Viiegbest, priest. and beneficiary of the 
Cathedra) of Utrecht, who left it to the 
monastery called ad Castrum, near 
Amersford.

NEVADA ONCE TROPICAL. 


Remarkable Fossils of Prehistoric 
Animals. Found In the Desert. 


RENO, Nev., June 21.—Scientists 
throughout the West are greatly interest- 
ed in discoveries on the site of a big 
tropical lake in the Nevada desert near 
Mina. It is «expected that the Smithso- 
nian Institution and several universities 
will send investigetors to the place to fol- 
low the explcrations of Prof. Lawrence 
Baker of the University of-California. 


An Eastern syndicate recently took oyer 
a bed of almost pure magnesia that was 
found about thirty miles from” Mina, an 
also set prospectors to work to look for 
gold. From these men came information 
of huge fossils, and these attracted. the 
attention of Prof. Baker and resulted in 
explorations by. himself and an assistant. 
They found fossil, remains eighteeen feet 
high sticking up*in the desert, Fossil 
fish stuck out of the hillsides,« some of 
them. several feet in length. 

One good relic is that of a three-toed 
horse about the size of a lamb, with 
the teeth well preserved. Another is of 
a dog with characteristics different from 
any noted heretofore. A camel of the 
Miocene period.was a surprising find. It 
is estimated by Prof. Baker that these 
animals lived 5,000,000 or 6,000,000 years 
ago. 

Much fun was made a few years ago of 
a theory that the tracks of a mammoth 
had been found in the yard of the State 
Penitentiary at Carson City. An expedi- 
tion: sent out by the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution failed to find conclusive evidence 
that this prehistoric animal had been an 
inhabitant of this region. Now. however, 
it is believed that scientists will be com- 
pelled to.take a different view of the 
claims of Nevada as a field for research.

ISSUE BEFORE WOMEN 


Demand in California That Honor 
System Shall Be Established 
at State Penitentiary. 


PRISONERS ARE REBELLIOUS 


Outbreak Leading to the Death of 
One Due to Their Demand 
for Better Treatment, 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., June 21.—One of 
the issues that is to come up in the State 
campaign this year is that of kindness in 
the treatment of convicts in the State 
prisons. It has been forced to the-front 
because the women voters are naturally 
interested in such matters and have been 
greatly stirred by the recent outbreak in 
San Quentin Prison, which resulted in the 
killing of, one prisoner and the wounding 
of two. ‘ 

Prison authorities agree that the upris- 
ing was the result of agitation among 
the convicts for the installation.of the 
honor system, of which so much has been 
héard in recent’years. This plan has been 
in force in Nevada with success, and in 
Oyégon, Utah, and other States with 
varying results. In Oregon .and Arizona 
the Governors have taken personal. in- 
terest in the prison problem, and have 
insisted on better treatment of the de- 
linquents. 

All these things have been known to 
the men in San Quentin Prison, and they 
have shown much discontent from time 
to time because that institution is run 
on ‘the old lines. The feeling has been 
fanned in recent months by a campaign 
led by a San Francisco newspaper, and 
supported by various women’s organiza- 
tions; for’: more paroles and pardons and 
better treatment of the delinquents in 
general. A former convict figures prqm- 
inently in the movement as a_ writer. 
Gov. Johnson and the prison authorities, 
however, have heretofore declined to fol- 
low the reform ideas, and any discontent 
has been repressed with severity. 

The outbreak came at the dinner on 
June 9, when the 1,800 men were in the 
dining hall, watched by six guards armed 
with loaded canes. There was the usual 
silence for some minutes, and then sud- 
denly several hundred of the men jumped 
up, yelling, and threw dishes and food at 
the guards, who fled. Some of the con- 
victs followed and beat them, while others 
made a wreck of the dining room and 
kitchen. . The riot was repressed only 
when a guard shot into the crowd in the 
dining room, and steam was turned on 
the men in the kitchen. After thé ‘con- 


victs were locked up they continued yell- 
ing and howling during the night and 
part of the next day, 

The answer,to this on the part of the 
ee authorities was severity instead of 
eniency; a Septesing, of discipline and 
more armed guards. he leader is’ to. be 
kept in solitary confinement for life. He 
led in the big break from Folsom Prison 
in 1903. Lesser leaders have been put 
into solitary confinement for terms rang- 
ing from ten days to six months. 

Warden “Hoyle, who is regarded by the 
State authorities as a humane prison of- 
ficial, declares that the movement for 
kinder treatment is doing more harm 
than good.

LAND IN WORKHOUSE 


Attempt to Extend Strike to: 
Low-Priced Restaurants 
Adds Few Recruits. 


DEMONSTRATION IS HALTED 


Early Merning Disturbance at Mar- 
tinf'fs and Hotel Knickerbocker 
Stopped by Police. 


The waiters’ strike took on «a new. 
aspect yesterday when attempts: were 
;made to extend the trouble to the popu- 
lar-priced restaurants throughout the 
city, The efforts of the union failed ex- 
cept in the case of four or five small 
restaurants in widely separated sections 
of the city. One restaurant belonging 
to the Childs Company, in Times Square, 
between ‘Forty-second and fForty-third 
Streets, was compélied for an hour during 
the afternoon to dispense with the serv- 
ices of sixteen omnibus boys who walked 
out shordy after 2 o'clock. Their places 
were filled. as soon as word reached the 
headquarters of the company, .whiclf had 
recelved warning that the strike might 
be extended to its restaurants, 

About 8 o’clock in the afternoon fifty 
striking waiters from Louis Martin's 
restaurant and the -Knickerbocker Hotel 
attempted to make a demonstration in 
Times Squere. The} gathered at the cor- 
ner of Seventh Avenue and’ marched 
along the sidewalk as far as Forty-second 
Street, where they turned into Broadway. 
The presetce of a half dozen plainclothes 
men from the Tenderloin Police Station 
quickly ended their efforts to create dis- 
order and they scattered when informed 
that if they persisted in parading around 
the block they would be arrested. 

This attempted demorstration was a 
Sequel to the trouble which occurred 
early yesterday morning when the night 
foree of waiters at’ Martin's and the 
Ectel Knickerbocker quit work. A score
